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Student Voice 


Have Students Lost Their Right To Write? 


By Jennifer Chunias 


School administrators have the right to 
impose reasonable restrictions on student 
speech and newspapers, says the recent 
U.S. Supreme Court decision. 

A 3-3 ruling gave school officials the 
right to suppress coverage of controver- 
sial issues. Although the ruling does not 
affect private schools because their ad- 
ministrators are not state officials, it is 
expected to have some impact on the fu- 
ture of college newspapers. In addition to 
all papers produced as part of a journa- 
lism curriculum, any student newspapers 
financed and supervised by public schools 
will fall under the new system. 

The decision arose from a four-year-old 
suit by journalism students at Hazelwood 
East High School in Missouri. Students 
sued their principal, Robert E. Reynolds, 
because he deleted two stories from Spec- 
trum, the student newspaper. Reynolds 
felt the articles dealing with teen preg- 
nancy and divorce did not adequately dis- 
guise the sources’ identity and contained 
material unacceptable for younger read- 
ers.

Hixon agrees with the decision. ‘“‘Some 
students claim the decision awardin 
censorship deprives them of nt 

ip 
journalist does not have inwswer to al 
editor? What newspaper does not pick 


and choose appropriate articles?”’ 

Kenneth Seifert says his views on the 
issue have not changed in the 19 years he 
has been superintendent of schools. ‘‘Ev- 
ery student should have a place to view 
his opinions free of censorship. However, 
the community must be aware that these 
views are the responsiblity of one individ- 
ual and do not necessarily reflect upon 
the newspaper, school or community.” 

Hixon now has the final decision on 
each article submitted to The Rock, And- 
over High’s newspaper. ‘‘A newspaper 
should reflect the morals of a community 
and those who financially support its pub- 
lication,” he said. 

To what guidelines should up-and-com- 
ing journalists adhere? When writing, 
Hixon advises, ‘“‘Do unto others as you 
would have them do unto you. Be sure 
each article is objective annd ‘intellec- 
tually honest.’ Don’t editorialize a news 
article.”’ 

Seifert said, ‘‘Each journalist should 
have the freedom to write on any topic. 
But when exercising this right, it is his 
responsibility to judge good taste and ac- 
curacy

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Board Delays Tyer Building Conversion 


Discussion at Tuesday night’s Planning Board 
meeting over the conversion of the Tyer Rubber 
building into commercial and office space was 
delayed until potential traffic problems could be 
further investigated. 

Several members of the board expressed ap- 
prehension over what would happen when traffic 
from 30,000 square feet worth of retail business 
and 17,000 square feet of office space converged 
at the sharp, angled corner of Main Street and 
Railroad Road. 

What Bob Vanesse, a traffic engineer hired by 
project developer George Stern, proposes to solve 
the problem is simple: round off the corner. 


Only one problem—Stern doesn’t own the land. 
Under Vanesse’s proposal, the quickest and easi- 
est solution to traffic would have The Victor Com- 
pany and the Professional Office Building giving 
about 43 parking spaces, with Professional’s 
share set at 35.

According to the planner, Theodore has pur- 
chased land in the area and wants to reconfigure 
open space to form new boundaries in order to 
build several single-family dwellings. 

Secondly, the project is not in the public inter- 
est, said Colyer, who questioned the potential 
benefits of a 11.69 acre chunk of ‘‘swampland”’ 
The area is currently protected by the Wetlands 
Conservation Act, anyhow, said Colyer. 

Although Planning Board Chairman Micheal!
